In Becernber 1948* a grourj of young men in ITorth Hamgyong Province of North 
Korea fomed a secret organijsation to fight the North Korean government and 
Communist domination, and to work for the unification of Korea.*** 'I?iiey dlT^ided 
into Wo geographical units, to the north and south of Ilyongchon, with a 'oro- 
vinclal headquarters, considered a battalion headquarters, at Ghongjin (129-49, 
4l«li'6). The northern unit attennted to , affiliate with the Northwest Youth 
Association In South Korea. 

2. Subsidiary organ! -nations were foi^med as companies at city rind county level, 

olat^'ons at township level, and special guerrilla and service units under the 
direct conWol of the provincial secretary , At Provincial and at the city-county 
level, the headquarters were divided into depax’tm-nits for general affairs, 
organisation, propaganda, students, and women^, with a secretary a,s executive 
officer under the headquarter s 

3* The group gained about two hundred members among employees of the provincial 
Bspartnent of IntenisT Affairs, Railroad Organisation, Office of Internal 
Affairs, o.nd the arrr^jr, and teachers, students, and private employees* The 
group extended through three cities and eleven counties of North Korea, 

4- The activities of the group were exposed in April 1949 through their at temples 
at recruit! members in key government sui;encies- On 15 April several menbers 
were arrested in Chong jin, and others were later apprehended in villages and 
rural districts. The exact number of arrests \;as not known but iras believed 
to be large. One of the members, arrested on l6 April at Nanam (129-41^, 

Al-«42) raili^ay station, was carrying a list of membei^s and biographical data 
on each vhlch was destined for South Korea; through thiSe almost the entire 
membership of the - organ! r^ation was found and arrested. Only three or four 
of the group avoided arrest or escaped and made their way to South Korea.
